BIBLE AND MISSIONARY CONFERENCES 


During the months January to March, 1948 
there will be held in all sections of the 
Northern Baptist Convention a series of 100 
great Bible and Missionary conferences. These 
are to be one-day conferences built around 
the theme, "Our World Mission." 


A single page mimeographed statement setting 
forth helpful information about these con- 
ferences will go out with the ourrent issue 
of Judson Journal. Every leader and worker 
in the fie of Christian education should 
be thoroughly familiar with what is being 
proposed. Be on the alert for announcements 
as to the time and place for the conference 
scheduled to be held in your area. Cooperate 
with your pastor in promoting a large 
attendance from your church. 


The city and state director will have a 
large share of responsibility in seeing that 
young people are present in each conference. 
The plan is that at least one-third of the 
total enrollment will be made up of young 
people under 25 years of age.

Watch for further comment in sub- 
sequent issues of Judson Journal and in 
Frank Johnston's popular column each month 
in Baptist Leader under the title, "Leads 
for Leaders." 
AREA PERSONNEL CHANGES 

Five resignations have been received since 
the beginning of the summer. These have 
come from H. A. Bolle, Douglas Eadie, 
William Keech, John A. Ramsay, and Hazel 
West. Successors have been appointed for 
all but Miss West. In all, seven new 
appointments have been made since the last 
issue of Judson Journal. Areas involved in 
these several changes in leadership are: 
Chicago, Colorado, Connecticut, Minneapolis, 
North Dakota, Ohio, Wyoming, and the Tri- 
State area (Utah, Idaho, Montana). 


The October issue of Judson Journal will 
carry a detailed announcement of the per- 
sonnel involved. In another thirty days we 
hope to have some additional announcements 
to make with reference to one or two ap- 
pointments to our national staff. 


WORLD TRAVELERS HAVE RETURNED 


One by one those who went to Europe this 
summer to attend the meetings in Oslo and 
Copenhagen have returned. We were particu- 
larly glad to welcome Oliver deW. Cummings 
back again as he was the one who represented 
our headquarters staff at these important 
conferences, We are now waiting eagerly for 
an opportunity to hear his story. 


Everybody agrees -- it was a great season! 
In fact, it was by far the best season since 
the Northern Baptist Assembly first became a 
reality inthe summer of 1944, This, of 
course, is as it should be and as might be 
expected. In several respects, however, the 
advance over past seasons exceeded the ex- 
pectations of even the most enthusiastic and 
hopeful. 


Take the matter of attendance, 
Records were broken with 
respect to both the num- 
ber of different groups fae 
in session during a fea 
single season and the : 
number of individual 
delegates in attendance 
upon the meetings of the 
various groups and con- § 
ferences. When the last 
conference will have been & 
held about the middle of § 
October at least 7,500 
persons will have visited 
the Assembly. More than 
50 different groups held forth during the 
summer.

So far as the program was concerned we cer- 
tianly reached a new high even though a very 
high standard had already been set last year 
and the year before that. We were fortunate 
in being able to line up an unusually large 
number of so-called "big name" speakers all 
of whom "delivered" in a way that was 
thoroughly acceptable to all. More than in 
any previous year we were able to demon- 
strate that speakers and leaders of varying 
points of view could minister helpfully and 
acceptably to our Baptist people. Not a 
single note of discord was introduced. The 
spirit of divisiveness, which has manifested

itself all too frequently in other large 
gatherings of Baptists, was totally absent. 
At all times and under all circumstances the 
"Green Lake spirit" prevailed. 


To a large number of people, however, it was 
the emphasis on practical helpfulness that 
made the most lasting impression. We have 
long talked about "experience being the best 
teacher" and that we “learn by doing." Over 
and over again during the summer the truth 

of these simple education- 
fk al concepts was demon- 
, strated. In one conference 
for example, at least 150 
persons participated ac- 
tively and creatively in 
the program. Many a local 
Baptist church will never 
be quite the same again 
because of what happened 
at Green Lake this summer. 
"For a closer walk with 
God" at Green Lake has 
= also come to mean a clear- 


er understanding of the 
work that needs to be done back home. 
Big crowds -- inspiring speakers -- great 


moments of inspiration -- practical helpful- 


ness - = - all these attest to the measure 
of success achieved at Green Lake this 
summer. But there is still one more impor- 


tant basis of measurement without which the 
Assembly could not be successful permanent- 
ly. And so it is good to report that we 
also had a very fine year financially! The 
summer operation paid for itself with a very 
comfortable margin to spare. Furthermore, we 
now have less than $15,000.00 to pay on the 
original purchase price of $300,000.00. As

Their workers will then be able to undertake 


their tasks with understending, assurance, 
and inspiration. They should be able to 
make great strides toward a constructive, a- 
going program of children's work which 
stresses lay leadership in positions of re- 
sponsibility. It is to be hoped that more 
Areas will use this form of "in-service" 
training.

A Missionary School is one of the goals in 
The Achievement Plan.

NEWS OF EUROPE 


Dear Friends: 


Many tangible accomplishments have already resulted from my trip to Europe which 
was one of the great experiences of my life. I shall never cease to be grateful 
to God for this privilege. The food was poor (I lost nearly 20 pounds), the 
housing was sometimes crude, the transportation uncomfortable; but, -=- with my 
own eyes and ears I saw and heard so much that it will take months to absorb and 
interpret even a small part of its meaning. 


Where was I? In Norway (twice), Czechoslovakia, Sweden (twice), Denmark (twice) 
Holland, Italy (Rome, Florence, Milan), Switzerland, France (Paris, Dunkirk, 
etc.), England (Birmingham, London, etc.). 


In Oslo I attended the World Christian Youth Conference and talked intimately 
day after day with Baptists of Norway and young people from various continents 
and countries, many whom have paid a heavy price in recent years for their 
Christian faith. Europe may be down, but judging by the spirit of those Chris — 
tian youth, she is not out. 


At Copenhagen I attended the Baptist World Alliance and spoke at the Young 
Baptist International Conference. The hope for the World Alliance is in the 
splendid younger leaders of the Scandinavian countries and other parts of Europe, 
Asia and America, 


At Lund, Sweden, I shared in formulating a constitution and program for the 
Youth Department of the World Council of Churches in which youth will actually 
have a major part. I also helped in shaping plans which should make it possible 
for youth themselves to build a World Christian Youth Movement. 


At Birmingham I assisted in reaching three important decisions: (1) +o change 
the name of the World Sunday School Association, to the World Council of Chris— 
tian Education, (2) to undertake a greatly expanded program of visual education, 
with the active assistance of J. Arthur Rank, Methodist motion picture producer 
of England, and Mrs. Heinz of Pittsburgh, (3) to make the Youth Committee of the 
World Council of Christian Education essentially the same persons as the Youth 
_ Committee of the World Council of Churches so as to make possible one world pro- 


grame 


In Czechoslovakia I spoke at the Annual Baptist Convention. I had a memorable 
visit to the tragic town that once was, now is not, but yet will be. I also 
visited Lidice, the home where Baptist work started in that country, and then 
took an overnight trip into Slovakia right close to the Polish and Russian bor- 
ders to inspect a splendid new Baptist camp site and visit nearby Baptist 
churches. 


A high spot of my visit to Sweden was a special meting of Baptist youth at the 
beautiful new Baptist camp site acquired by the Swedish Baptists near Stockholm. 
I was greatly impressed with the strength of the Swedish Baptist Youth program 
under the leadership of Joel Sorenson. 


In Italy I relived history in the ghostly atmosphere of the Colloseum at Rome at 
night and felt the living strength of the Christian witness in the catacombs and 
in other places sacred to the memory of martyrs and saints.

I saw where Savanarola preached and was killed for his fearless courage in Flor- 
ence. In Milan I saw the great painting "The Last Supper" by daVinci, preserved 
amidst surrounding destruction, and stood beside the crude and drab gasoline 
station (selling American gas) where the pompous Mussolini who had strutted 
amidst the grandeur of Rome was finally humbled. 


Three experiences stand out in my post-Copenhagen travels as evidences of hope. 
The first was a visit to the World Council of Churches in Geneva, symbol of a 
new day of unity and strength among the long divided followers of the one Lord 
and Saviour, who is Himself the one hope for the world. 


The second was a trip in an open truck with our Baptist youth delegates to vari- 
our points in France where CIMADE -- the French Protestant youth group is carry- 
ing on its magnificent program of relief and evangelism. We visited three bar- 
racks and a clinic at Dunkirk which has been 80% destroyed and found ourselves 
moved to new faith by the thrilling story of God's work carried forward in new 
weys by French Protestant youth. 


Finally, in London I visited Spurgeon's tabernacle, now an empty shell, but with 
Baptist meetings still going on in the rear, and Wesley's chapel and home where 
I entered with hushed voice and spirit the little prayer room, off his bedroom, 
where he prayed early and late with such earnestness and power, With me, as the 
old Methodist preacher guide prayed that "the mantle of Elijah might fall on 
Elish," were two of our finest Baptist youth leaders of America, Other Wesleys, 
and Spurgeons, will be found and used of God in this tremendous hour of history. 
Will they be from America? from the Baptist Youth Fellowship? "According to your 


faith be it unto you." 2)

Anew idea in Baptist Camping was carried 
out at Green Lake during the past sumer, 
when one hundred twenty-five selected high 
school young people came to participate in a 
Vocational Work-Service Camp. Dr. Clarence 
Jordan of Koinoia Farms, Americus, Georgia, 
set the mood each day by an excellent series 
of lectures on Building the Kingdom of God. 
The group then divided into small sections 
for discussion of the lecture and to con- 
sider practical applications of it to vari- 
ous vocations. Two hours each day was given 
to work projects. Rev. Robert Eads of State 
College, Pennsylvania, supervised the work 
projects which consisted of the building of 
a.stone fireplace at the trailer camp, a 
miniature Hopevale, building Meditation 
vistas, recreational planning, mimeographing 
and a nursery workshop. About 1200 hours of 
manual labor was spent on the Assembly 
grounds during the course of the camp. A 
highlight of the afternoon was a vocational 
guidance program conducted by Mrs. Alfred 
Davis, of West Allis, Wisconsin.

GREEN LAKE MISSIONARY EDUCATION CONFERENCE 


A report of the conference is being prepared 
and will be sent to everyone who participat- 
ed in the conference and to all of the state 
and city presidents and executive secretar- 
ies as well as directors of Christian edu- 
cation. 


We feel that more than ever our state rep- 
resentatives will render a more strategic 
service in relation to the women's program 
and will increase their usefulness in the 
total church program. We are counting upon

the cooperation of your state, association 
and local church groups to sponsor mission- 
ary education and to assist in achieving the 
thing for which all of us long -- the deve— 
lopment of a program which will bring every- 
one in the church into a relationship to our 
Northern Baptist missions through the educa- 
tional program. Every state that could, 
sent one or more delegates. A few states 
expected to send delegates, but they were 
detained by illness or emergency family 
situations. 79 people participated in the 
conferences. 18 were leaders. In the group 
a number of men participated. One session 
of the general group was given toa discus- 
sion on Missionary Education for men. Eight 
men participated - no women. 


We hope that during this year and next year 
our state secretaries of Missionary Educa- 
tion, Reading, World Service and Missionary 
Education for Children may be able to confer 
with various association groups regarding 
the program of missionary education. This, 
of course, will be done after conference 
with the presidents and executive secretar- 
ies. Of course, any visitation of the chur- 
ches will be planned cooperatively. We re- 
alize that the largest part of any expense 
for this type of service would be borne by 
the department. 


Time was given for our delegates to be guid- 
ed in planning for conferences including the 
arrangement for materials to be on hand and 
the presentation of the program and mater- 
jals. The values of displays were dis— 
cussed. We considered the responsibility 
for maintaining continuous records from one 
secretaryship to another; the responsibility 
for coaching and encouraging new secretaries 
in associations and local churches; the re- 
lationship of our appointees in state, asso- 
ciation and local church to the other com- 
mittees and boards, and their responsibility 
in their respective women's societies. 


Of course, there is much more todo than 
could be accomplished in four days. We have 
only begun our wrk in these various areas, 
but we believe that this conference will 
help missionary education in the churches 
and in the women's organizations of the 
church. 


The Rev. William J. Keech has just come to 
the office to work with us in the program of 
general missionary education. He will be 
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available for conferences in states and 
associations, especially for the interpre- 
tation of the missionary education emphasis 
to pastors' and laymen's groups. He will 
work in cooperation with our state, associa- 
tion and local church secretaries just as we 
have, when he plans to go into the different 
areas. You can see, therefore, how much 
this summer's work will mean to our women 
across the country.

ACHIEVEMENT PLAN 


One of the denominational re- 
sources that is proving to be 
of growing value to our Bap- 
tist Sunday Church Schools is 
the Achievement Plan, -- with 
the ten points of Achievement 
by which the efficiency and progress of the 
school can be judged. 


Until this year, the Achievement Plan awards 
have been granted only on the basis of the 
denominational year, May lst to April 30th. 
Although it is anticipated that the majority 
of Sunday Church Schools will still want to 
follow this twelve month period, itis now 
possible for a Sunday Church School to es- 
tablish any period of twelve consecutive 
months as its basic Achievement Plan Year. 
Thus if a school desires to establish its 
year the period from October lst to Septem- 
ber 30th it may do so. 


The record of wimers since the inception of 
the Achievement Plan is as follows: 


First Year (1943-1944) - 23 winners 
Second Year (1944-1945) - 33 winners

THE SUNDAY CHURCH SCHOOL 


In 1946, for the first time in many years, 
every denomination among twenty-six report- 
ing showed an increase in Sunday Church 
School enrollment over the previous year. 
Dr. Je Z. Schisler, of the Methodist Church, 
had sent a questionnaire to the various de- 
nominations asking for a comparison of their 
Sunday Church School enrollment in 1944 and 
1945, and a comparison of 1945 with 1946. 
Twenty-six denominations responded. Twenty- 
one of these, showing a reversal of a trend 
of some years previous, reported again from 
1944 to 1945. For the period from 1945 to 
1946, however, all twenty-six reported a 
gain in total enrollment. 


Numbers ere not the only concern of the Sun- 
day Church School. The increase revealed by 
Dr. Schisler's survey, however, constitutes 
one of the many evidences of a growing con- 
cern for more effective Sunday Church 
Schools. In our search for additional op- 
portunities to reach children, youth and ~ 
adults with Christian teaching it does not 
seem wise to neglect the opportunity already 
at hand. Despite the obvious need for im- 
provement on the part of many Sunday Church 
Schools they still constitute the major 
teaching opportunity of our churches. 


With this new awareness many churches and 
their leaders are taking the Sunday Church 
School seriously. The increasing demand for 
trained leadership, the constant search for 
teaching resource materials, and the expres- 
sed desire for some mens of evaluating the 
work done, -- all these are indications of a 
renewed interest in the Sunday Church School. 
There are still too mny churches, unfortu- 
nately, that have not awakened to the true 
significance of the work that can be done by 
the Sunday Church School. These churches 
constitute our opportunity as well as 
responsibility.

In-Service Training 


Eastern, Northern, and Central Baptist Semi- 
naries, Ottawa University, and Berkeley Di- 
vinity School have been to the fore of the 
schools, colleges, and seminaries sending 
out students to serve in Vacation Schools.

Charles P.~ Johnson - Kansas - "Thir- 
teen young. women from our Kansas 
Baptist churches have given excel— 
“lent testimony and leadership in the 
special James Street Project held 
in Kansas City, Kansas during the 8 
weeks of June 15 to August 2. 


The final report gives an enrollment 
of 44 Mexican Children with the 
average attendance of 35 and an en- 
rollment of 47 Negro children with 
an average attendance of 31. 


The work of the young women resulted 
in the conversion of 3 Mexican youth 
and 9 Negro youth. 


The first week of the James Street 
Project was spent in visitation of 
the homes of the neighborhood. The 
young women visited in each of the 
homes and gave a special invitation 
to take part in the Mission activi- 
ties. 


During the first three week period, 
a Vacation Church School was con- 
ducted for the Mexican youth. Each 
afternoon a special Bible hour was 
held for the Negro children. The 
following three weeks a Vacation 
Church School was held for the Negro 
children with a special Bible Story 
Hour for the Mexican children. 


One has written, ‘I think it was 
well worth the expense and the bles- 
sings have only begun. I wish you 
could have heard the wards of appre- 
ciation we received when we went 
around to the homes and neighborhood 
stores.'"
